Summer has been very exciting and busy at the library! We've set records in checkouts, digital downloads, 
and Summer Reading Club participation. New to our digital collection is Zinio, an online magazine service. 
Many popular periodicals can be downloaded to most electronic devices. We encourage you try Zinio; we 
think you'll be amazed by the formats and graphics used in these online magazines! 


Late autumn will bring the implementation of Sierra, a new integrated library system 
(ILS). The ILS is software that powers the online catalog and the in-house programs 
used make library materials available to patrons. So what does a new ILS mean for you? 
Normally, you'd need to conduct separate searches in the catalog, MyMediaMall, our 
online calendar, and our reference databases in order to access all of the information 
we have. With Sierra, you will only need to do one search to get the same amount of information. And the 
best part? If you find an eBook that you just have to have, you will be able to check it out directly from our 
catalog. And since you'll have more streamlined access to so much content, you'll also have more control 
over your library account, including the ability to keep track of what you've read, watched, or listened to. 





The library is also gearing up for a shelving replacement next spring. Naturally, our current shelving is 
Starting to get a bit rough around the edges after forty years of extensive use. In replacing our shelving, we 
are obtaining fixtures that will fit with the library's goal to adapt and grow to meet the community’s needs. 
In the short term, you may notice signs and support bars attached to some shelving units.
